Albany Park’s Daisy De La Cruz was loving life in a 
Lincoln Park studio. 

What her small apartment lacked in size, it made 
up for in location, location, location, 

“I was so close to everything,” De La Cruz, 24, said. 
“It was a really cool place to live.” 

But there was one huge drawback to her studio 
status— the price tag. 

Rent was $720 each month, De La Cruz said, and 
earlier this year, she found she could no longer afford 
it. She subleased it, and last month moved into a 
more affordable apartment in Albany Park with a 
roommate, 

“WeVe got a gorgeous place ,„ that nobody else 
ever lived in,” De La Cruz said of the two-bedroom, 
one-bath unit she now shares with longtime friend 
Olga Marroquin, “ Wfe’re paying a lot less money too. 
Just $425 each ,„ and so much space,” 

De La Cruz is part of a trend of soloists- turned- 
space sharers, according to a spokesman for a local 


apartment search company that is seeing a signifi- 
cant uptick in the trend. Within the last year. The 
Apartment People has seen at least double the 
amount of locals willing to shack up with friends and 
co-workers to save money, according to company 
spokesman Maurice Ortiz, 

“This economy has thrust people into financial 
predicaments to the point where we’re seeing fewer 
and fewer searches for studios and one-bedrooms,” 
Ortiz said, 

Lincoln Park’s Bruno Armand said the current econ- 
omy makes living alone virtually impossible, Armand’s 
previous roommate left their Lincoln Park digs in 
October, and he is willing to pay an extra $100 on his 
share of the rent to get a new roommate faster, 

“I paid November rent alone,” Armand, 24, said, 
sighing heavily as he talked to RedEye at a downtown 
Starbucks, “It was painful,” 

That kind of pain persuaded Mai Nees that roomies 
are the right way to go. The DePaul University acting 
major shares a four-bedroom, two-bath apartment in 
Lakeview with not one, but three people. 
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Splitting the costs has paid o£f, Nees said, and is well 
worth minor irritations like a roommate who occa- 
sionally shirks his or her share of the housework, 

“I did the math and figured out that living with 
roommates in an apartment was less expensive than 
the dorms,” Nees, 21, said, “Why live in a room with a 
person and pay more instead of getting my own bed- 
room, plus community space I can share?” 

Armand also enjoys the social benefits of sharing 
space, especially as he acclimates to American life, 
the native French citizen said, 

“As the weather starts to get cold and you don’t go 
out as much, it is nice to come home and have some- 
one to hang out with,” Armand said, “It’s better than 
just watching TV or doing sudoku alone,” 

Even De La Cruz, who initially started sharing 
space for financial reasons, is psyched enough about 
her roommate that they are planning their next apart- 
ment together, 

“Wfe’re thinking about moving to San Diego next 
year,” De La Cruz said, 

Nees has planned for roommates even further into 


the future, 

“I’ve never looked at a person and thought it was 
weird that they had roommates no matter what their 
age,” Nees said, adding that she would have one in her 
30s with no problem, “I’m an acting major, so I didn’t 
pick the most lucrative career. It’s likely I will always 
benefit from having someone to share an apartment 
with,” 

The Apartment People’s Ortiz said the number of 
locals with Nees’ attitude appears to be expanding 
with the economy woes, 

“It used to be that when you got to 30, the search 
was for a place by yourself or you were trying to buy 
a place,” Ortiz said, “%u were done with the room- 
mate thing. We’re seeing people who are older and 
older who want a roommate and even want our help 
in finding one, and it’s purely an economic strategy” 

But Armand, though admittedly eager for a room- 
ie right now, is not so sure he’ll feel the same in six 
years, 

‘Around 30,” Armand said, “I think that’s when you 
want to be by yourself”

David Cook poured emotion into debut aibum

When he was on ‘American Idol ” David Cook— as cool as a cucumber for much 
of last season— fought back tears after performing for a studio audience that 
included his brother Adam, who’s fighting brain cancer. 

It was a moment of raw emotion, winning Cook the sympathy of viewers 
whoVe also been touched by tragedy 
Cook’s tears have flowed more freely in private. The 25-year-old rocker, 
who won the Fox competition in May, fueled his anguish over Adam’s Al- 
ness into the gut-wrenching baflad “Permanent,” one of 13 songs on his 
namesake debut album. 

After recording the track in two takes, “I actuafly called my dad and wept 
openly for about 10 minutes,” he says, 

“Anytime you can create something where what’s in your head actually 
comes out the way you originally heard it, it can be pretty overwhelming 
and pretty heavy,” he adds, “I just remember being completely knocked on 
my {butt} by this song,” 

Cook is hoping listeners have a simflar experience when they listen to the 
rest of “David Cook,” which comes six months after he snagged the “Idol” 
crown. Recorded in a span of 10 weeks, it’s packed with power ballads that 
accentuate his anthemic voice, 

“I wanted to come out with a record that was both heavy and delicate 
and had some eclectic-ness to it,” he says during a break in rehearsals before 
a recent appearance on “Saturday Night Live,” “So I feel like we’ve got this 
record that meanders and takes people on a journey a little bit,”

A working musician/bartender 
based in Tulsa, Okla., he auditioned 
for the talent competition on a lark: He 
joined younger brother Andrew on line 
for moral support, and was persuaded to 
try out, eventually facing Simon Cowell 
in the judges’ chambers. Cook made it to 
Hollywood; Andrew didn’t. 


D Once “Idol” started, Cowell was 
one of Cook’s biggest critics, 
condemning him for lacking personality. 
But the boyishly handsome singer clung 
on each week, gaining momentum after 
a midseason makeover that included 
facial scruff and a much-needed haircut. 
He ultimately won over Cowell with rock- 
infused covers of pop songs (like Mariah 
Carey’s “Always Be My Baby”) that were 
downloaded bv thousands of fans. 



D While 17-year-old competitor 
David Archuleta controlled 
the tween voting bloc. Cook held 
sway over smitten fans— many of 
them women of a certain age- 
who delivered at the polls (the 
phones), propelling him to his title. 
Cook laughs off all that “cougar” 
love, claiming a lack of heartthrob 
appeal. 


□ Following the “Idol” finale. 
Cook Jumped immediately 
into writing sessions for his album. 
He recruited Gram my- winning 
producer Rob Cavallo and a team 
of songwriters including Chris 
Cornell, Brian Howes and Johnny 
Rzeznik of the Goo Goo Dolls.

In 1950 S and ’60s Chicago, Chess Records founder 
Leonard Chess (Adrien Brody) helps break artists 
like Muddy Waters (Jeffrey Wright), Little Walter 
(Columbus Short), Chuck Berry (Mos Del) and Etta 
James (Beyonce Knowles). Many of their songs tested 
and sometimes broke racial boundaries, but the historic 
artists also had plenty of personal issues, and writer- 
director Darnell Martin’s drama tells little pieces of 
everyone’s story The movie co-stars Gabrielle Union as 
Muddy’s girlfriend, Geneva, and Cedric the Entertainer 
as songwriter Willie Dixon, who narrates the film seem- 
ingly so he can explain the basic concept of race rela- 
tions to anyone who never knew it was an issue. 

The buzz: There are certainly plenty of racially ori- 
ented stories worth telling on the big screen, but the 
question is if “Cadillac Records” can differentiate itself 
from films like the biographical “Ray” or (shudder) the

fictional “Soul Men” and focus on the struggle of these 
artists to make it, how blues-rock brought blacks and 
whites together, and why the music was quickly adopt- 
ed/corrupted by artists like the Rolling Stones, Led 
Zeppelin, the Beach Boys and more. 

The verdict: If “Cadillac Records” had a theme song, 
it would be Zeppelin’s “Communication Breakdown” or 
House of Pain’s “Jump Around.” Martin is so busy hop- 
scotching across snippets of stories — Chess’ ambition. 
Waters’ womanizing, Walter’s alcohol abuse, James’ drug 
use — that she minimizes the big picture and the influ- 
ence that grew from these legends. As a result, the film 
makes it look like scoring No. i records is a cinch and 
that racism ended the moment Chuck Berry stepped on 
stage. The deep, seductive power of the music occasion- 
ally takes hold, but there’s no point in making a movie so 
simple about a musical concept so complicated.

At last. With the “Cadillac 
Records” soundtrack we get 
to hear Beyonce and Mos Def 
through the Wayback Machine. 

The story of Chess Records 
and the 1950s Chicago blues scene 
follows the legends who recorded 
for the label, including Etta James (Beyonce), 
Chuck Berry (Mos Def), “Hoochie Coochie 
Man” Muddy Waters (Jeffrey Wright) and 
Willie Dixon (Cedric the Entertainer). 

This soundtrack is actually a two-way 
time machine, with a mix of classic R&B 
covers and current soul sounds. 

The centerpiece, Beyonce’s reading of the 
tragic and troubled James’ signature ballad, 
‘At Last,” simmers as the enraptured classic 
did. She also kills on the still-haunting “Ed 
Rather Go Blind.” You could say Sasha gets 
fierce on the song James co-wrote and first 
recorded in 1968. She delivers the emotional 
goods on such lines as, “You see I love you so 
much that I don’t want to watch you leave 
me, baby/Most of all, I just don’t want to be 
free, no.” 


When Chess Records wanted 
to move beyond R&B, into this 
new thing called “rock and roll,” 
the label signed the sound’s archi- 
tect, Berry And Brooklyn rapper- 
actor Mos Def does a fine job of 
re-creating “No Particular Place 
to Go” and “Nadine.” Hail! Hail! Mos Def 
“Cadillac Records” also adds some new, 
albeit retro-sounding soul— “6 O’Clock 
Blues” from Solange, the slinky “Let’s 
Take a Walk” from former Tony! Toni! 

Tone! vocalist Raphael Saadiq and 
the title track from the new Mary 
Mary album, “The Sound.’ 

It makes sense that Nas’ 

“Bridging the Gap” closes 
things, with help from his 
dad, Olu Dara, and the 
song’s sample of Muddy 
Waters’ “Mannish 
Boy” It’s an apt anal- 
ogy for a soundtrack 
that bridges eras.

MUMBAI India’s top law enforcement 
official admitted Friday there were 
government “lapses” in last week’s 
terror attack 
on Mumbai, 
amid a public 
uproar over 
security and 
intelligence 
failures in the 
deadly siege. 
“There have 
Chidambaram been lapses. I 

would be less 
than truthful if I said there had been no 
lapses,” Home Minister Palaniappan 
Chidambaram told reporters, saying 
he was seeking to bolster the country’s 
security 

The assault on India’s financial 
capital left 171 dead and 239 wounded. 
Chidambaram, only days in the post 
after the previous minister was ousted 
after the attacks, made the acknowl- 
edgment as new details surfaced that 
a Pakistani militant group had used an 
Indian operative as far back as 2007 to 
scout targets in the Mumbai plot. 

Indian officials have accused 
Pakistani-based extremists in the Nov 
26-29 attacks, an assertion echoed by 
Prime Minister Manmohan Singh on 
Friday 

“The territory of a neighboring coun- 
try has been used for perpetrating this 
crime,” Singh said after meeting with 
visiting Russian President Dmitry 
Medvedev “We expect the internation- 
al community to wake up and recognize 
that terror anywhere and everywhere 
constitutes a threat to world peace and 
prosperity”

HOW MANY YEARS? 

Judge Jackie Glass, a no-nonsense judge 
known for her tough sentences, imposed 
such a complex series of consecutive and 
concurrent sentences that even many 
attorneys watching the case were confused as 
to how much time Simpson got. 

Simpson could serve up to 33 years but 
could be eligible for parole after nine years, 
according to Elana Roberto, the judge’s clerk. 


LAS VEGAS A broken O.J. Simpson was sentenced 
Friday to as much as 33 years in prison for a hotel 
armed robbery after a judge rejected his apology 
and said, “It was much more than stupidity” 

The 6i-year-old football Hall of Famer stood 
shackled and stone-faced as Judge Jackie Glass 
rattled off the punishment. Moments before, 
Simpson made a rambling, five-minute plea for 
leniency, simultaneously apologizing for the 
holdup as a foolish mistake and trying to justify 
his actions. 

He choked back tears as he told her: “I didn’t 
want to steal anything from anyone. ... I’m sorry, 
sorry” 

Simpson said he was simply trying to retrieve 
sports memorabilia and other mementos, includ- 
ing his first wife’s wedding ring, from two deal- 
ers when he stormed a Las Vegas hotel room on 
Sept. 13, 2007. 

But the judge emphasized that it was a vio- 
lent confrontation in which at least one gun was 
drawn, and she said someone could have been 


shot. She said the evidence was overwhelming, 
with the planning, the confrontation itself and 
the aftermath all recorded on audio or video- 
tape. 

The judge said several times that her sen- 
tence in the Las Vegas case had nothing to do 
with Simpson’s 1995 acquittal in the slaying of his 
ex-wife Nicole Brown Simpson and her friend 
Ronald Goldman. 

“I’m not here to try and cause any retribution 
or any payback for anything else,” Glass said.

Teen charged in shooting cop 


A Wicker Park man was charged Friday with two 
counts of attempted murder in the shooting of a 
Chicago Police tactical officer, an Army veteran 
who returned from a tour of Iraq in April. 

The officer, whom police did not identify, 
was working with a team in what police consid- 
ered a “hot area” in the Logan Square neighbor- 
hood Thursday night when they encountered 


Juan Romero, 18, whom they knew to be an 
Imperial Gangster gang member, said police 
spokeswoman Monique Bond. 

Police had been receiving emergency calls 
about Romero, Bond said, but he ran from 
officers. 

Romero allegedly opened fire near Belden 
and Kedzie Avenues around 10 p.m., hitting 


one officer’s shoulder, police said. Authorities 
said Romero, of the 1500 block of North Oakley 
Boulevard, also was shot and taken to Advocate 
Illinois Masonic Medical Center, where he was 
in fair condition. 

He is scheduled to appear in bond court 
Saturday If convicted, he faces 20 to 80 years 
in prison.
